Known as the "Bluebeard of Cam- 
haif Villa," Lundrau was to plead to 
the charge of m urdering eleven of the 
238 women of all ages who were a l­ 
leged to have become bethrothed to 
him. 
T his trial is the strangest case 
in modern crim inal history. 
Iasndru is 53 years of ak**. squat fig­ 
ure, bushy black beard—in fact, the 
exact antithesis of the lengendary Don 
Ju an —will 
be 
convicted 
of 
luring 
women, mostly wealthy, from 20 to 60 
years of age, for their fortunes. 
Matrimonial agencies are alleged to 
have been the agencies through which 
he worked. 
He is said to have compelled the 
women to convert their money into 
cash. 
R ecords will be produced to 
show that he always purchased only 
one return ticket. 
Most of the women to whom the 
modern Don Ju an is alleged to have 
been 
bethrothed, 
have 
disappeared. 
Three pounds of charred bones taken 
from the stove, and alleged to he hu­ 
man, will be produced as evidence 
against him. 
Also, a note book will 
be produced in which he is said to 
have entered particulars regarding his 
various fiancees as evidence against 
him. 
Madame Landru. in an interview, de­ 
clared that she did not believe him 
guilty, and pointed out that the stove 
from which they took the ashes was 
too small to admit a woman's body. 
One hundred and thirty witnesses 
have been produced. 
The various doc­ 
um ents to be introduced by the pros­ 
ecution against him total more than 
70.000 pages.

Chicago, Nov. 7 - T hreat to revive 
the railroad strike vole and "use it if 
necessary" Is contained Hi a m em or­ 
andum which has been sent out to all 
local and general chairm en of the Big 
Five transportation brotherhoods. 
The mem orandum signed by the five 
union chiefs, undertakes to explain to 
the mem bership why the strike was 
called off. 
This e x p a n sio n features 
"promises made by the I United States) 
railway labor hoard” but it also calls 
attention to the fact that strike lead­ 
ers were In imminent danger of arrest 
on conspiracy charges. 
Members of the labor board denied 
that any promise had been officially 
made to the train service men. 
In a 
statm ent issued during the last days 
of the strike crisis, the labor board 
pointed out that the docket was so 
crowded that necessarily a consider­ 
able time m ust elapse before cases in­ 
volving further railway wage reduc­ 
tions COURI he considered. 
It is p re­ 
sumably upon this

T hat there will la* another railway 
wage controversy in the n ear future 
seems inevitable.

Silence Urged For War Dead

proclamation de­ 
lating Armistice Day, Nov. It, a hol­ 
iday. 
This, the president set forth, is 
‘mark of respect to the memory of 
those who gave their lives Iii the late 
world war. as typified by the unknown 
and unidentified American soldier who 
is to be buried iii Arlington national 
cemetery on that day." 
President 
Harding 
recommended 
that "all public 
and 
church 
hells 
throughout the country be tolled at 
Intervals” between ll 45 a. in ami 12 
noon, eastern time, and that from 
noon lint It two minutes thereafter the 
entire country observe a period of 
silence as a tribute to those who gave 
their lives in th*' war. 
The proclamation reads: 
"Now, therefore, I, Warren O. Hard 
tug, president of the United States of 
America, in 
pursuance of 
the 
said 
Joint resolution of congress, do hereby 
declare Nov. ll 1921 a 
holiday 
as 
u 
mark of respect 
to 
the 
memory 
to 
those who gave their lives in the 
late 
world war, as typified by the unknown 
and unidentified American soldier who 
is to he buried in 
Arlington national 
cemetery on that day; and do hereby 
recommend to the governors of 
tin* 
several states that proclamations 
be 
Issued by them calling upon people of 
their respective states to 
pause 
in 
their usual pursuits uh a mark of re 
sp e d oil this solemn occasion. 
"And, in order that the solemnity 
of the occasion may he further em pha­ 
sized, I do hereby furthermore recom­ 
mend that all public and church hells 
throughout the United State* lie tolled 
at intervals between 11:45 o'clock a, 


i i i. and 12 o'clock noon of the said day 
and that from 12 o ' c l o c k noon to two 
minutes past that hour. Washington 
time, all devout and patriotic citizens 
of the United States indulge in a pe­ 
riod of silent (hunks to God for th e s e 
valuable valorous lives and of suppli 
cation for His divine mercy and for 
His blessings upon our beloved coun­ 
try."

women, mostly wealthy, from 20 to 60 
years of age, for their fortunes. 
Matrimonial agencies are alleged to 
have been the agencies through which 
he worked. 
lie is said to have compelled th*) 
women to convert their money into 
cash. 
Records will be produced to 
show that he always purchased only 
one return ticket. 
Most of the women to whom the 
modern Don Juan is alleged to have 
been 
bethrothed, have disappeared. 
Three pounds of charred bones taken 
from the stove, and alleged to be hu­ 
man, will be produced as evidence 
against him. Also, a note hook will 
be produced in which he is said to 
have entered particulars regarding his 
various fiancees as evidence against 
him. 
Madame Landru, in an interview', de­ 
clared that she did not believe him 
guilty, and pointed out that the stove 
from which they took the ashes was 
too small to admit a woman's body. 
One hundred and thirty witnesses 
have been produced. The various doc­

recommend to the governors of the 
several states tlmt 
proclamations Ii*

“And, In order that the solemnity 
of the occasion may he further empha 
sized, I do hereby furthermore recoin 
mend that all public and church India 
throughout the United States be tolled 
at Intervals between 11:45 o'clock a.

Being Installed in Northwestern Hos­ 
pital New Unit in Course of 
Erection Here 


PO WEH HOUSE IS BEING BUILT 


Plumbing and Lighting Conform to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis City 
Ordinances 
A new style of heating is being in­ 
stalled in the Northwestern hospital 
unit now under course of construc­ 
tion in this city. 
John O. Cederberg 
Jr., of St. Paul is the architect of the 
building and VV. D. MacLeith of St. 
Paul, architect and engineer, is the 
general superintendent in charge of 
construction and of installation of 
mechanical equipment. 


Roof Inspected 
A Dispatch representative in com­ 
pany with Dr. Joseph Nicholson of 
the hospital and Mr. 
MacLeith 
in­ 
spected the building and the roof. At 
the latter place workmen were en­ 
closing same and one had a glimpse 
of the various heavily enclosed pipe 
lines, part of the heating system. 


Overhead Vaccuum System 
An overhead vacuum 
system 
of 
heating is being installed by which 
steam rises to the attic and thence 


Pounding in radiators.

system radiators often filled partly
